Saxony ; the grand Pruflian army, up- 
der the immediate command of the 
King, was ftrongly intrenched at Land- 
fhut in Silefia; that of the E:mprefs- 
Queen, under M. Daun, was at beburtz 
in Bohemia; and the Auftrian general 
de Ville, with a confiderable body of 
troops, was advanced within fight of 
Neils in Silefia.

The Ruffians, which were meamped in fipht 
of the Pruffiens near Zullichau, bopen to march 
towards Croflen; and Gen. Wedel thought pro- 
per to atrack them upon their march, which he 
did with great fuceels, having, it is reckoned, 
killed gooo upon the fpot, with very little

practife, as they might produce the royal fignet 
of Cartifmandua, which had been obtained by 
Didius, with a view to make this ufe of it, in 
confirmation of thererrand, and as Caraétacus 
was as yet unacquainted with the treaty the had 
made. ‘To induce the princes to accept this pros 
potal, Didius promyifes, that if they will betray 
Caractacus into his hands, he will releale them, 
and take him to Kome in their (head; that if 
they will not, be will fet fire to the holy prove, 
and dilodge the hero and the druids together. 
This promife and this menace prevail on 
Vellinus, the elder brother, to undertake the fer- 
vice. But Ehdurus, the younger, remonttrates 
apainft it as bafe and treacherous. After fome 
aliercation, Eldurus determines to accompany 
his brother in the aticmpt, froma principle of 
fraternal affecton; but not to affitt him in it, 
from a principle ot rectitude and honour. 
Cuorus. [Preparations for facrifice, and the 
performance of other rites neceiry for the admif. 
of Curadacus anaig the number of the draids.] 
Coradétacus appears; but is found not fufficent- 
ly to have weaned his heart from the world: he 
regrets the lofs of his wite, whom he faw taken 
captive by the Romans; and the cowardice of 
Arvisagus his fon, whom, at the fime time, he 
faw put to flight, without attempting to refcue 
her. An incantation is begun, to purify him; 
but the rites are interrupted by the iatrufion of 
Vollinus and Elisurus. 
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After being fevercly queftioned by the druids 
who they are, and how they dared to profane a 
lace {8 venerable aud holy, Vellinus difcovers 
Pinball to be the fon of Cuartifmandua, and de- 
clares, that, by his mother’s command, he is 
come in fearch of Caractacus, to lead her troops 
in the caufe of liberty agunit Rome. Caradéta- 
cus. who is concealed belind the altar from the 
ftrangers, hearimg that relittance is {till poffihle, 
and that he ts foughe after to direét it, {tarts 
fiom his concealment, and in an ecitaly declares 
himiclf fouad. Velliaus then produces the fig- 
net to Caraétacus, and tells him, that his mo- 
ther has yet a nobler pledge behind, bis wile, 
whom he timfelf had refeued. This at once 
produces, not coniidence only, but kindnets ; 
Caraétacus embraces Vellinus, hattly arms him - 
elf, and prepares to go with him: bur is re- 
ftrained by the druids oll they have confuled 
the gods. 

Another incantation to procure a revelation of 
the event to a tlceping drund in a dream. The 
druid wakes, having teen only fymbols of evil ; 
and Evelina, the daughter of Curaétucus, who 
had been fent out with her father and the ftran-

of moving tt was the telt of innocence, and that 
thofe who could not move it were guilty. The 
apparent impoflibility of moving fo enormous a 
mais, without the intervention of a miracle in 
favour of innocence, frequently induced thofe 
who were confcious of guilt to decline the teft, 
and brovght on a confcflion of their crime.

daughter’s account of his fon. [t is now Jeter- 
mined by the druids, that Flidurus hall not he 
truited, becauf Vellinus, who was to have re 
mained a hottage for bis conduét, is efcuped; 
by the efcape of Vellinus ton the life of Ehidures 
is fuppoled to become a forfeit.

Wad to give a potitrve Hades CHE,

And whoever 
knew the man, will believe that he faid 
all this very heartily. 

In thi, point of time the king entered 
the room, wdfat down at the table; and 
perceiving by his countenance the apony 
the Chancellor was in, and his twollea 
cyes, from hence a flood ot rears were 
fallen, he atked the other Lords, * what 
they hid done, and whether they had 
reflolved on any thing.” The Earl of 
Southampton faid, ** he mutt confole 
with foberer men; that he (pointing to 
the Chancellor) was mad, and had pro- 
poled fuch extravagant things, that he 
was no more to be confulted with.” 
Whereupon bis Mayetty, looking upon 
him with a wondertul benignity, faid, 
* Chancellor, I knew this bufinets 
would trousle you; and therefore I ap- 
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pointed you two friends to confer firft 
with you upon it, betore I would {peak 
with you mylelf: but you muft now 
lay aide all paffion that difturbs you, 
aud confider, that this bufinefs will not 
doit@lr; that it will quickly take air;

what you would have me to 
will follow your advice.” 


iis Majelty enlarged upon the paf- 
fion of his brother, and the expretiions 
he had often ufed, “ that he was not 
capable of having any other wife,” and 
the ike. Upon which the Chancellor 
arofe, and with a little compofednefs 
faid, ** Sir, T hope need make no apo- 
Jogy to you tor mytclf, and of my own 
in thismatter, upon which I look with 
fo much deteltation, that though I could 
have wilhed, that your brother had not 
thought it fii to have put this difprace 
vupon me, I had much rather fubmit and 
bear jt with all humility, than that it 
fhou!d be repaired by making her his 
wite; the thought whereof I do fo much 
abominate, that I had much rather fee 
her dead, with all the infamy that is 
due to her prefumption.”” And then he 
repeated all that he had betore faid to 
the Lords, or fending her prefently to 
the tower, and the reft ; avd concluded, 
** Sir, I do upon all my oaths which I 
have taken to you to give you faithful 
¢ountels, and from all the fincere gratis 
tude I ftand obliged to you for fo many 
obligations, renew this counfel to you; 
and do beieech you to purfue it, as the 
only expedient that can free you from 
the evils that this bufinefs will other- 
wile bring upon you.” And obferving 
by the King’s countenance, that he was 
not pleafed with his advice, he conti- 
nued, and faid, ‘* 1 am the dulleft crea- 
ture alive, it, having been with your 
Majeity (o many years, I do not know 
your infirmities better than other men. 
You are of too ealy and gentle a nature 
to contend with thofe rough affronts, 
which the iniquity aud licence of the 
late times is like to put upon you, be- 
fore it be fubdued and reformed. The 
prelumptions all kinds of men have upon 


your temper is too notorious to al] men 
and lamented by all who with you well: 
and, truft me, an example of the highes 
feverity in a cafe that fo Dearly concerns 
you, and that relates to the perfon who 
is neareft to you, will be f feafonable 
that your reign, during the remainine 
part of your life, will be the eatier to 
you, and all men will take heed, how 
they impudently offend you.” 

He had fcarce done {peakine, when 
the Duke of York came in; whereupon 
the King fpake of fome other bufineli, 
and fhortly after went out of the room, 
with his brother ; whom (as was hort. 
ly known) he informed of all that the 
Chancellor had faid ; who, as foon as he 
came to his houfe, fent his wife to com.

thought fit todo, upon the firlt aflault, 
and till he had flept upon it, (which he 
did very unquietly), and reflected upon 
what was like to be the effect of fo ex- 
travagant acaule.

ly known to the Duke, who was ex 
ceedingly offended at it, and complain 
ed to the King, ‘ as of an indignity of- 
fered to him.” And the next morning 
the King chid the Chancellor for pro- 
ceeding with fo much precipitation, and 
required him “ to take off that reftraint, 
and to leave her to the liberty fhe had 
been accuftomed to.” To which he re- 
plied, * That her having not difcharged 
the duty of a daughter ought not to de 
prive him of the authority of a father: 
and therefore he muft humbly beg his 
Majefty not to interpofe his commands 
apainft domg any thing that his own 
dignity required: that he only expected 
what his Majefty would do upon the ad- 
vice he had humbly offered to him, and 
when he {aw that, he would himielf pr 
ceed as he was fure would become him: 
nor did he take off any of the reftraitt 
he had impofed.

Ang the Queen 
being fatished with this retolution, they 
came all to London, with a full hope 
that they fhould prevail to the utter o- 
verthrow of the Chancellor; the King 
having, without any reply or debate, 
heard all they faid of the other affiir, 
and his mother’s bitternefS againft him. 
—— His Majefty continued his grace to- 
wards him without the leaft diminution ;

To place your conduct in every can- 
did light it ieems to admit of; det us 
grant that you really thought the com.
